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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lynch 
(5410844). 

Lynch discloses a device for protection against solar radiance comprising 
crossed elements 15 positioned on one level but laterally spaced in order to provide for 
vents 38 allowing air circulation between the a room and outside; the elements 
positioned on two levels, Fig. 3; the vents masked by parts 43 hanging to the vents to 
prevent sun rays penetration without preventing air circulation through the vents; mobile 
shutters 43 fastened on the elements' lower edges in the horizontal direction and 
spaced between two neighboring elements; actuating devices connected together 
allowing simultaneous actuation of several shutters; ridges fitted with strips 51 that 
stiffen the structure and protect mobile shutter ends against rain; the elements fastened 
on a tie 50 and the tie being stretched between structure elements; the elements' free 
edge provided by a tie 50 stretched between structure elements; the elements free edge 
provided by cloth strip 42 stretched between structure elements; and the elements of a 
same panel are positioned on slopes that are parallel to the perpendicular of their panel. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Vollebregt (5513470) and Schultz et al. (3566555) present 
vented solar screens.
